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Against  Resort  to  Violence 
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McCOMB  CITY,  Miss..  Oct.  4.  — With 
the  enforced  departure  late  today  of  the 
last  at  the  gtrHwawfeagn  to«u«iu  Ucre 
by  the  Illinois  Ontral  railroad,  >:anio 
the  first  real  assurance  of  uie  restora- 
tlon  of  peace  after  24  hours  Of  ex- 
citement and  spasmodic  rioting.  The 
people  of  McComb  City  demanded  that 
the  strike-breakers  be  removed  from 
their  community,  and  the  M2  men  were 
placed  aboard  a  heavily  guarded  train 
and  hurried  to  New  Orleans. 
*  Slaty  soldiers  armed  with  ball  cart- 
ridges and  with  orders  to  'shoot  to  kill." 
If  necessary,  accompanied  the  train  as 
far  as   Magnolia. 

Three  companies  of  Mississippi  na- 
tional guards  patrolled  the  streets  at 
dark,  and  tonight  the  belief  la  express- 
ed that  the  town  will  remain  quiet. 
Wounds  Inflicted 
HOUSTON,  Tex..  Oct.  4. — Four  guards 
employed  In  the  Southern  Pacific  shops 
were  fired  upon  at  midnight  by  unidenti- 
fied persona.  One  guard  named  Tullls 
was  struck  by  a  bullet  and  Is  believed 
to  be  fatally  wounded.  The  other  guards 
were  uninjured.  The  men  who  tired  the 
shots    escaped. 

AUGUSTA.  Ga..  Oct.  4.— While  a 
Georgia  and  Florida  freight  train  was 
panning  through  the  Southern  yards  at 
Hamburg,  8.  C.  juat  across  the  river 
from  Augusta,  today,  strikers  attacked 
the  strike-breaking  crew,  seriously  In- 
juring two  and  perhaps  fatally  Injuring 
a   third. 

WATER  VALLEY,  Miss.,  Oct.  4.—

Deprecates  Violence 
LOS  ANGELES.  OsJU  Oct.  4.— "I  would 
rather  see  the  strike  lost  than  have  any 
blood  shed  or  aee  any  violence  as  was 
the  case  In  the  railway  strike  of  1894. " 
j^  d.  Yancey,  chairman  of  the  strikers' 
preaa  committee  in  this  city  and  a 
member  of  the  local  hoard  of  directors 
of  the  shopmen's  federation,  which 
struck  on  Saturday,  made  that  state- 
ment late  today  Immediately  after  a 
mans  meeting  of  1200  strikers  In  Labor 
Temple. 

"We  do  not  wish  violence,  and  will 
not  tolerate  it,"  he  continued.  "At  the 
meeting  this  afternopn  all  strikers  were 
given  orders  not  to  carry  weapons.  An- 
other thing  done  at  the  meeting  waa  to

Open  Shop  Declared 
CHICAGO.  Oct.  1.— The  Burnalde

became  "open  shops"  today,  a  formal 
notice  posted  within  the  atockade  In- 
forming the  workmen  that  hereafter 
the  road  will  deal  with  Its  individual 
.  employee.  The  strikers  declared  the 
change  would  have  no  effect  upon  the 
strike  had  that  the  order  would  be  re- 
moved when  the  strike  ended.

BAN  KRANtUSCO.  Oct.  4— Protec- 
tion of  the  child  waa  the  keynote  of 
the  addresses  delivered  at  the  closing 
session  of  the  American  Humane  asso- 
ciation's convention  here  today.  Dr. 
William  O.  Sttllman.  of  Albany,  N.  T., 
was  re-elected  president  of  the  associ- 
ation, and  the  delegates  tacitly  agreed 
to  hold  the  1912  convention  in  London, 
although  the  final  selection  was  left 
to  the  hoard  of  directors. 

In  the  work  of  child  protection,  the 
delegates  were  a  unit  in  declaring  that 
the  greatest  danger  was  In  the  home. 
E.  W.  Newhnll,  president  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children,  in  his  address  "An 
Ounce  ot  Prevention,"  said  in  part: 

"It  is  the  home  that  must  be  cor- 
rected first.  Give  the  child  proper  en- 
vironments and  let  his  elders  te;tch 
him  the  right  way  by  example  rather 
than  by  precept.

If   the    mayor   of   a   city   can   be   said 


to  have  a  duty  which  is   paramount  to 
all  others  It   is  that   he  should   preserve 
unsullied    the    methods    of   civic    admin- 
istration.     In  doing   so   he  should  guard 
most    zealously    the    good    name    of    his 
colleagues  in   municipal   government.   He 
should      give     no     ear      to     accusations 
against   those  who   assist   him   in   tarry- 
ing  on    the   business    of    the    City    unless 
he  has  ample  grounds  for  believinK  thai 
a  probing  of  these  will  be  of  some  avail. 
Even   the   breath   of   scandal    Is   sufficient 
to  defile.      If  any   man   Who   sends  a   let- 
ter to  the   mayor,   Imputing    wrong-doing 
to    one    or    more    of    those    employed    In 
civic    business,   is    to   be    given    credence, 
It  is  indeed  a  sorry  outlook  for  the  man- 
agement  Of   our      municipal    administra- 
tion.     The   mayor   of   the  city,   by   virtue 
of  his  office,  is  entrusted  with  high  res- 
ponsibilities.    There    is    a    "noblesse   ob- 
lige"   inventing    his    stewardship,    which 
should  not  be  susceptible  to  even  partial 
diminution.      In  large   measure  he  is  the 
custodian  of  the  people's  rights,  and  the 
watchdog  of   the    fair    fame   of    the   city 
which    he    suvcrns. 

When    Mayor   Morley    was  so  eager   to 
foiward    the    investigation      which      has 
ended    in    such    a    fiasco,      what       lonical 
grounds    had    he    for    supposing    that   he 
would  show  up  his  fellow  workers  in  an 
unpleasant      light?     The      inquiry      was 
based   on    the    word    of    one    man,    whose 
subsequent  evidence  was  unsupported  by 
a   single   other   witness,    in   so    far   as   it 
had  any  bearing  on  the  conduct  of  either 
Alderman     Fullerton     or     City     Solicitor 
McDiarmid.      It    has    merely    meant    the 
dragging   into   the   spotlight  of  publicity 
of     a     baseless     scandal     the    airing    of 
which    can    not    do    the    city    any    good. 
We   do    not    hesitate    to   say    that    Mayor 
Morley  is  greatly  to  be  censured  for  hav- 
ing   promot<*    an    investigation    on    such 
a  slender  basis.      By  doing  so  he  has  al- 
lowed   the   reputation   of    Victoria    to    be 
besmirched.     Other   cities   have   heard  of 
the    accusations.      A    report    of    this    na- 
ture   spreads    like    wildfire,    and    no   mut- 
ter what  the  result  of  the  investigation. 
no    matter    how    it    may    serve    to    clear 
the   air    locally,    the    Imputation    remains 
elsewhere.      We  do  not  need  to  congratu- 
late  Alderman    Fullerton   or   Mr  McDiar- 
mid   on    the    outcome.         From    what    we 
knew    of    these    two   gentlemen   We   anti- 
cipated   as    much.      We    do    not    hesitate 
to    conjecture    that    in    the    Investigation 
which    has    just    closed    there    were    mo- 
tives at   work   which   had   nothing   what- 
ever to  do  with  either  Alderman   Fuller- 
ton  or  the  city  solicitor.  In  saying  this  it 
Is  only   fair   to  add    that   we   believe   thai 
neither  Alderman  Langley  nor  Alderman

From  Co- 
mox   on    the    right      of      way      has     been 
already  cleared  about  half  way  to  Camp- 
bell  river,   and    while    I    am    not   author- 
ized   to    promise   anything,    1    shall    not 
be    surprised    If    you    can    go    by    rail    all 
the    way    to    that    river    by    the   spring    of 
1913.       Neither    do    I     think     I    shall       be 
much  mistaken  If  1   suggest   that  by  the 
summer  of  1913   you   can  go  all  the  way 
to    Buttle's    Lake    by    way    of    a    railway 
up  the  Fast  Coast  of  the   Island,  Neither 
need    you    have    any    great    doubt    about 
your  being  able   to   motor   into    Hie    very 
centre    of    Htrathcona    Park    by    way    of 
Great    Central    Lake,    the    road    swinging 
around    to    the    west    and    debouching   on 
the    west    shore    of    Huttle's.

city  as  well  as  any  future  contract* 
that  they  may  endeavor  to  obtain.' 


thority.  But  the  company  paid  O'Brien 
for  his  work,  and  it  was  proper  wo.  k. 
and  it  Is  also  proper  that  Hill,  knowing 
lie  had  not  been  able  to  carry  out  hi"* 
promise  to  O'Brien,  should  endorse  a 
note  to  assist  O'Brien  In  financing  the 
Westholme  hotel,  of  which  he  was 
manager.  But  the.  note  was  not  a  com- 
pany note,  and  the  company  knew 
nothing  about  It.  Mr.  Hill  had  seen  Mr. 
H.  B.  Thomson  as  to  whether  the  hotel 
was  likely  to  prove  a  success.  But  that 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  issut  unless 
it  coulu  be  shown  that  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  that  note  went  to  Alder- 
man Fullerton  or  the  city  solicitor,  and 
there  was  nothing  In  the  slightest  de- 
gree to  indicate  that.

T.  Klllott.  solicitor  for  the  com- 
pany, that  he  was  trying  to  wring 
money  out  of  the  company  and  that  he 
would  go  to  the  mayor  and  tell  every- 
thing he  knew.  Mr.  Ulliott  had  told 
him  to  go,  but  he  later  returned  and 
signed  the  receipt  for  •  1,000  paid  by 
the   company. 

▲  Good  Bargain. 
"And  yet  he  says  he  had  no  motive 
for  making  that  affidavit,"  sarcastically 
remarked  Mr.  Maclean,  who  declared 
that  the  city  had  got  a  good  bargain 
when  It  let  the  contract  to  the  com- 
pany, and  at  a  figure  far  and  away 
more  advan\ageoua  than  had  been 
paid  for  similar  work  by  other  cities, 
and  getting  it  done  promptly  and  well 
by  men  who  knew  their  business. 

Mr.  lAixton,  acting  for  the  city  so- 
licitor, had  been  called  away  and  he 
was.  therefore,  unable  to  address  the 
commission.  Alderman  Fullerton  atated 
he  did  aot  wish  to  make  any  remarks, 
•nd  Mr.  Martin,  acflng  for  the  city, 
did  not  attempt  to  comment  upon  the 
evidence. 

As  there  was  no  response  tow  the 
mayor's  invitation  to  any  who  might 
wish  to  give  evidence  to  come  forward 
and  do  so,  the  investigation  cloded.

Under  the  circumstances.  If  Lamed  ha* 
fully    made    up   hie    mind    not    to   go    to 
Australia,    it    seems      strange      that      he 
would  not   have  so  advised  McLoughlin. 
-As    matters    now    stand    McLoughlin 
will  go  with   Deals  Wright,  whether  the 
chamlon    goes  or   not  and.   furthermore. 
ho  is  of  the  opinion  that  he  and  Wright 
Will    have   a    good   chance      of     bringing 
hack    the   Davis   cup.     Wright   has    been 
over  to  Australia  before  and  is  familiar 
with  the  conditions  over  there.      He  has 
also  met  the  Australian  players  in  cham- 
pionship matches,  and  McLoughlin  thinks 
h«,  will  be  as  valuable  a  roan  on   the  team 
as    would    Lamed.

•There  is  no  doubt  nut  what  Lamed  s 
presence  on  the  team  would  add  to  the 
interest  In  the  matches  and  add  consid- 
erable confidence  to  the  followers  of  the 
sport.  He  is  beyond  a  doubt  the  great- 
est tennis  player  in  the  world,  and  If 
in  anything  like  his  proper  form  could 
be  practically  counted  upon  to  take  two 
of  the  three  matches  required  for  the 
championship. 

"The  Australian  team  that  Is  to  meet 
the  Americana  has  not  yet  been  an- 
nounced. It  la  a  certainty  that  Brookes 
will  be  the  first  singles  player  and  that 
he  will  likely  figure  in  the  doubles 
match.  McLoughlin  Is  inclined  to  think 
that  Wilding  will  manage  somehow  to 
be  on  hand  for  the  matches,  despite 
the  fact  that  he  has  made  the  statement 
that  he  could  not  spare  the  time  for  a 
trip  from  England. 

"In  Larned'a  abaence  there  will  be  but 
the  two  members  of  the  American  team.

By  the  School  Doctor 
Writing  consists  of  two  very  different 
parts,  which  happen  to  go  together  as  a 
rule  by  mere  accident,  and  may  be 
studied  separately.  There  Is  the  writing 
which  may  merely  consist  In  copying 
something,  or  the  writing  to  dictation; 
and  there  Is  the  making  what  is  to  bn 
written,  which  may  be  done  by  a  person 
who  has  never  even  learnt  to  write. 

In  the  old  days,  practical  Writing  was 
a  rare  accomplishment,  and  was  In  It- 
self quite  enough  to  make  a  man  a 
scholar  and  a  learned  person.  There 
have  been  many  kings  of  England,  in- 
deed, who  could  neither  read  or  write. 
Nowadays,  however,  aimost  everybody 
can  write,  and  very  little  is  thought  of 
It.  Compared  with  thinking  great  things 
to  write,  the  mere  act  of  writing  is 
nothing,  but  we  should  know  how  best 
to  do  what  we  have  to  do  so  often. 

Both    in    reading    and    In    writing    ws 

must  first  consider  our  eyes,  which  have 

to  do   the   greater   part   of   the  work   In 

each  case.     The  light  should  come  from 

behind,  or  from   the   left  In   the  case  of 

writing,   an  dthe   eyes   themselves   must 

not    receive    the    light    except    from    the 

page  which  they  want  to  see.    The  light, 

that  Is  sto  say.  should  fall  on  the  paper 

direct    and    not    on    the   eyes.      This    is 

a    simple   rule,    and    easily    obeyed,    but 

it  Is  astonishing  to  see  how  many  people 

disobey   it.  and  so   hurt   their  eyes,   and 

have    to    twist    their    bodies    until    they 

get   stiff   and    tired.      The    light    should 

always  be  sufficient,  but  not  too  brlllant. 

from  a  sharp,  small  source.     The  proper 

light  for  this  work  is  a  diffused  light. 

like  ordinary  daylight  or   skylight.     No 

long-sighted  person  should  read  Or  write 

for   any   length   of   time   without   using 

glasses. 

Next  in  Importance  to  the  lighting  la 
the  paper,    which  should   not   be  ahlny, 
or  It  will  tire  the  eyes;  and  the  height 
of  the  table  or  the  desk  Is  another  thing 
that   matters.     We  must  remember   tba 
law    of    gravitation.      If    we    hang    tho 
arm  too  long  with  its  weight  unsupport- 
ed, the  hand  will  swell  end  feel  heavy. 
because  of  the  blood  which  falls  Into  It 
The   same    Is    true  of    tho   head,    which 
la  not  accustomed  to  hang.     We  should 
not    write   or   read    with    the   head    and 
desk  so  arranged  that  the  head  Is  bent 
far  forwards.     If  we  do,  Its  front  part 
will  get  too  full  of  olood,  and  there  la 
the  beginning  of  a  headache.     Lastly  we 
should  use  a  pen  which  Is  comfortable 
and  does  "not  need   pressure,   either -for 
the  upstroke  or  the  dow  nstroke.  Other- 
wise,   t  the    time    may    come    when   our 
hand  declines  to  do  such  work.

Mr.  Herbert  Pearson,  of  Alert  Bay, 
spoke  of  the  work  being  carried  on 
among  the  Indians  there,  and  dwelt 
special]}  on  the  marriage  custom  which 
made  It  well  nigh  Impossible  to  raise 
the.  people,  He  asked  the  sympathy  and 
help  of  the  synod  for  the  home  for  In- 
dian gir!s  recently  opened  there  by  the 
proVdVial  government.  He  also  deplor- 
ed the  fact  that  much  of  the  trouble 
was  caused  by  white  men  working  up 
there,  conditions  being  practically  the 
same  as  those  complained  of  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Mayers  in  regard  to  the  Barbadoes. 
and  Uev.  Leonard  Dawson  In  regard  to 
Lytton,  in  their  missionary  addresses  on 
Tuesday  evening. 

A  number  of  suggestion*  were  made 
as  to  the  best  way  to  Improve  the  cir- 
culation  of   the   Diocesan   Gazette. 

Mr.  Dlndley  Crease  drew  the  atten- 
tion of  the  synod  to  Mr.  F.  \» .  Davis, 
whom  he  described  as  doing  very  ef- 
fective  wor|t  among   the   lumbermen. 

The  dean  announced  that  Kev.  Canon 
Gould,  secretary  of  the  M.  S.  C.  C, 
would  be  ln  Victoria  on  -e  8th,  9Mi  and 
10th  Inst.,  and  he  hoped  to  be  able  to 
arrange  for  htm  to  speak   while  here. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to  the 
rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  cathe- 
dral for  the  use  of  the  schoolroom;  to 
the  ladles  of  the  auxiliary  for  provid- 
ing the  luncheons;  to  the  secretary,  Mr. 
Blakenbach;  to  Rev.  H.  W.  Mayers  and

Archdeacon  Scrlven  ln  moving  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  bishop  for  taking:  the 
chair,  said  that  they  regretted  many 
things  connected  with  his  departure  and 
one  of  these  was  the  fact  that  they 
would  no  longer  be  able  to  have  him  as 
chairman.  Some  of  them  had  been  pres- 
ent at  all  the  synods  presided  over  by 
Bishop  Perrln,  and  he  referred  to  the 
able  manner  In  which  he  had  discharg- 
ed his  duties.  « 

To  this  hie  lordship  made  a  humorous 
reply. 

The  twelfth  synod  of  the  diocese  of 
British  Columbia  wae  then  concluded. 
.:  The  blahop  ottered  the  prayer,  "P/event 
us,  O  Lord.  In  all  our  dins*."  and  then, 
tar  the  last  ti me,  dismissed  the  synod 
with  hie  blessing. 

A  large  number  of  the  visiting  dele* 
galea  a*  well  as  the  city  clergy  were 
present  at  the  dedication  of  St  Mary's 
church,  Oak  Bay,  ln  the  evening.

From  an  article  by  Francis  McCul- 
lough  in  the  New  York  Evening  Post, 
the  following  vivid  description  of  Rus- 
sia's   murdered    premier    is    taken. 

•The    flashing-    black    eyes      reminded 
one    of    wild    beasts   glaring    from   dark 
Caverns.     The  luxuriance  of  the  Jet  black 
hair    and    beard   conveyed   an   additional 
impression  of  masculinity     and     savage 
force.       At    times     1   found   myself,   re- 
minded of  the  hard,  bearded  stone  faces 
of    Inscrutable    Babylonian    kings.      This 
impression    became    very    strong    when 
Stolyptn,  who  rarely  Indulges  In  gestures 
made  with  a  brawny  right  arm  a  single 
swift,  decisive  sweep.     One  could  almost 
hear  the  whlss  and  see  the  gleam  of  an 
Imaginary  sabre.     This  may  seem  an  ex- 
aggeration.    It  is  not.     For  at  that  very 
period  Stolypln-s  arm  smote  off  its  seven 
heads   a   day.    and    never   once   signed  a 
reprieve.     Ghengls  Khan  may  have  com- 
mitted   the   greater  slaughter   in   his  His 
of  passion,  but  I  do  not     know  of    any 
dim  Oriental   potentste  whose  rage  was 
so  cold  and  so  systematically  deadly  as 
that  of  the  Czars  president  of  the  coun- 
cil. 

The  blackness  of  the  hair  and  beard, 
a  blackneus  like  that  of  the  raven's 
wing,  tnken  in  conjunction  w...i  the  high 
cheek  bones  and  the  colorless  face,  hint- 
ed at  Tartar  blood.  The  hint  was  em- 
phasized rather  than  otherwise  by  the 
perfectly  groomed  figure;  the  invariable 
black  frock  coat  with  silk  facings;  the 
smnll  delicately-formed,  hand;  the  care- 
fully trimmed  beard  and  moustache.,  be- 
tween which  was  visible  sometime*  a 
red  line,  sometimes  an  angry  gleam  of 
strong  white   teeth. 

"The  voice  was  deep,  resonant,  and 
powerful.  In  moments  of  passion  It 
roughened  like  that  of  a  growling  lion, 
and  there  was  an  angry,  inflection  in 
It  at  ail  times.  Menace,  contempt,  de- 
fiance—these were  the  only  chords  thai 
orator  csred   to   touch. 

"Such    Is    the    ma-i    «      >    undoubtedly, 
quelled  in  streams  of  1     •  d  the  Russian 
Revolution   of   1906-7.     He  Is  a  man  of 
stupendous   strength,   s      Russian     Bis- 
marck,   and    it    is'  no    wonder    that    the 
weak-kneed  Czar  clings   to     him.       But 
the  present  crisis   (this  was  written  In 
April  of  this  year)  shows  the  ItmttattulW - 
of  these  professional  strong  men.  these 
terror-strikers.      They    ara      Impossible 
In  a  const ltutlonal  state.     Their  prefer- 
ence  for   violanoe   in   all  places,   and  at 
all   times,   makes  them  smash  constitu- 
tions and  party  machines  which  do  not 
work   exactly   to   their  taste.       Now   In 
such  cases  it   is  not  violence  tbat     Is 
wanted.     It   Is   Infinite  Impatience  .tact 
and    delicacy.        M.      BtolyphVs     rough 
handling  of  the  second  Doumg  and  Ka- 
dets  has  been  praised,  but  it  seems  to 
me    that    less    violent    methods     would 
have  succeeded  even  better.    The  pretet* 
dent     of   the  council   made     the     Csar 
change  the  whole  law  of  elections,  but 
even    the   Douma,   which   has  been   re- 
turned under  the  new  law,  Is  not  satis- 
factory enough,  and  It  is  prorogued  until 
the  Premier  can  get  as  many  laws  as 
he  likes  passed  by  Imperial  ukase.
